Then $aid the chief priests of the Jews to Pllate, 
« Write not, TuzE KING - OF THE JEWS ; but that he 
said, T am King of the Jews.” Pilate answered, 
« What I have written I have written.” Then the 
Soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made tour parts, to every Soldier a 
part: and also his coat : now the coat was without 
Seam, woven from the top throughout. They sald, 
therefore, among themselves, © Let us not rend 1t, 
but cast lots for it, whose it shall be.” That the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, which saith : © They 
parted my ratment among them, and for my vesture 
they did cast lots.” These things, therefore, the 
Soldiers 1d. Now there stood by the cross of Jesus 
his mother, and his mother's sister, Mary the wife 
oi Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw his mother, and the disciple standing 
by whom he loved, he saith unto his mother : © We- 
man, behold thy son :” Then saith he to the Gisci- 
ple, © Behold thy mother :” And from that hour 
that disciple took her unto his own home. 

Aiter this, Jesus, knowing that all things were 
now accomplished, that the Scripture might be fu]- 
tiled, saith, © I TuIrRsT.” Now there was set a 
vessel fall of vinegar”: and they filled a Sponge with 
vinegar and put it upon hyssop, and put it to his 
mouth. When TJesns, therefore, had received the 
vinegar, he said, © IT 18s FINISHED :” and bowed 
his head, and gave up the ghost. The Jews, there- 

tore, because it was the preparation, that the-bodies—- 
Should not remain upon the cross upon the sabbath- 
Gay, { for that sabbath-day was an high day,) be- 
ought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and 
tuat they might be taken away. Then came the 
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©$oldicrs, and brake the legs of the first, and of the
